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RECESSION IN RETAIL 


IHE OUTSTANDING feature of September trading by the 

large-scale retailers who make returns to the Board of Trade, 

was the low level of sales of both clothing and household goods. 
Sales of both groups were well below the level of a year earlier, and 
as a result the index for non-food merchandise as a whole was also 
lower. Food sales were again 10 per cent. up on last year as they 
have been for some months, and in total the trade of the sample 
was very slightly higher in value than in September 1950. 

The slackening in demand for clothing was almost sufficient to 
overcome the seasonal factors which normally lead to a sharp rise 
in September after the August decline ; and the index for apparel 
sales rose this year only from 136 to 144. The main causes appear 
to have been resistance to high prices together with uncertainty as 
to whether they would continue, and the effect of anticipatory 
buying in earlier months, Apparel sales were 14 per cent. lower 
than in September 1950 ; coupling this fall over the year with the 
rise of 19 per cent. in the clothing section of the Interim Index 
of Retail Prices it is clear that the volume of sales must have been 
reduced by more than a quarter. All three types of large-scale 
contributors shared in the recession, and the independent retailers 
were affected even more than the large-scale shops as a whole. 
More recent reports indicate that trading continued poor throughout

compared with a year earlier, and this also applies to the independent 
shops. The falls in value are thus co to sales of furniture and 
furnishings. Evidence available from some only of the large-scale 
retailers indicates that sales of furniture have suffered as well as 
those of household textiles and floor coverings, though not to the 
same extent. 


To sum up the figures, total retail sales in September were 1 per 
cent. higher than a year earlier, non-food sales being 9 per cent. 
lower and food sales 10 per cent. higher. Sales of apparel and 
household goods fell 14 and 12 per cent. respectively. These 
changes may be compared with those in the Interim Index of Retail 
Prices, which was 12 per cent. higher than in September a year 
earlier, and showed rises of 15, 19 and 21 per cent. respectively for 
food, clothing and household goods. The correspondence between 
the two sets of indices is not exact, and any conclusions about 
changes in the volume of sales must be approximate» 


Sales by Type of Shop 

In the apparel group, department stores were worst hit, their 
sales being more than 20 per cent. below those in September 1950— 
much the same result as for the independent retailers—while 
co-operative societies with an 11 per cent. fall did slightly worse 
than the multiple shops. The fall in multiple apparel sales was 
largely due to a heavy fall in sales of men’s wear ; the drop of 28 
per cent. in this category was unprecedented, and was little less 
than the 30 per cent. fall reported by the department stores. 

Although taken together the large-scale businesses sold 5 per cent. 
less footwear by value than a year ago, they did better than the 
independents. The co-operative societies maintained the level 
of September 1950, and the sales of multiple op and department 
stores were 6 and 11 per cent. down respectively. 

The av for the retailers’ sales of furniture and 
furnishings 17 last year’s level—the same 
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proportion as for the independent shops ; here again department 
stores’ results were much less favourable than the average. 

The independent shops did better compared with last year in 
sales of hardware, books and stationery, and chemists’ wares than the 
large-scale retailers.

Sales by Areas 
Most areas in August showed rises in non-food sales compared with 
a year earlier, but in September the comparison in all areas revealed 
a decline ; this was 10 per cent. or slightly more everywhere except 
in the South of England and Suburban London, where it was 7 per 
cent. and 5 per cent. respectively. For the period February-September,

Suburban London was the only area, with an increase of 17 per cent., 
to show a rise compared with 1950 which differed to any appreciable 
extent from the average of 11 per cent. for the country as a whole. 

Comparisons of sales of food and perishables with those of 
September 1950 show increases in all areas except one, almost identical 
with those in August ; in Wales and Monmouthshire, however, the 
increase was only half as much as in the previous month 


Sales by Types of Goods 
Clothing by 


Sales of apparel as a whole (including footwear) rose moderately 
in September after the substantial fall in August, but the rise was 
much smaller than in recent Within the total, however, there 
were actually falls from Sew August levels in sales of men’s and boys’ 
wear and some types of women’s wear, offset by substantial rises in 
sales of dress materials and girls’ and children’s wear. But more 
important is the fact that for every one of these clothing items sales 
were lower than in September 1950. The smallest decrease was 
5 per cent. for girls’ and children’s wear and the two largest were 
26 per cent. for men’s and boys’ wear and 35 per cent. for dress 
materials. is no separate information for boys’ wear but

ildren’s wear were over 10 per cent. more than in the same period 
1950 ; this increase is however probably less than the rise which 
k place in prices, so that it is probable that for the eight months 
a whole the volume of sales was less than last year. 
Stocks of apparel rose again in September above the already high 
vel of the previous month, increases being reported for both women’s 
‘wear and men’s and boys’ wear. Stocks in all the sub-categories 
of clothing were between 20 and 50 per cent. higher in value than a 
year earlier. 


Footwear 


Although footwear sales did rise as usual after the August decline, 
they conformed to the general apparel trend by being 5 per cent. 
lower than in September 1950. ‘Total sales to date are still 
comfortably above those in the period February-September last year, 
but in view of the price rise it is doubtful whether the volume of sales 
has been maintained. Stocks were 20 per cent. higher than in 
September 1950. 


Household Goods 


The figures for household goods as a whole present the picture of 
a moderate rise from the low August level to a level still well below 
that of last year. This is the pattern also for furniture and furnishings, 
though the more detailed figures provided by some firms show sales 
of furniture and bedding only 12 per cent. lower than a year earlier 
while those of furnishing fabrics, household textiles and floor coverings 
were 30 per cent. lower. ‘Trade in the hardware, electrical and radio 
goods section made a rather better showing, however, for there was a 
small improvement compared with September 1950. Stocks of all 
household goods were about 40 per cent. higher than the year before.

Other Non-Food Categories FOOD & PERISHABLES 
Of the remaining non-food items, for which no index numbers are 

calculated, total sales of jewellery, leather and fancy goods were 3 per 

cent. down compared with last year while those of sports goods and 

cycles were practically unchanged ; sales of musical goods and books 

and stationery were 10 and 7 per cent. higher respectively than in 

September 1950. Stocks of all these categories were higher— 

substantially so in the case of sports goods and cycles—than a year ago. 


Food and Perishables 


Following closely the small movements of a year ago sales of food 
and perishables remained about 10 per cent. above the previous 
year’s level. Sales of groceries and provisions were 11 per cent. 
and bakery sales 25 per cent. higher than in September 1950. As a 
result of the bigger ration fresh meat sales showed a great improvement 
at 17 per cent. higher than a year earlier, while sales of fish, poultry, 
game and rabbits, which are to some extent complementary, were 
only 6 per cent. up. 

The other items all showed smaller improvements over the year 
than they did in August ; sales of tobacco and tobacconists’ goods 
and of fruit, vegetables and flowers were less than 5 per cent. above 
their value in September 1950, and those of fresh milk and of sweets 
and chocolate rose 9 and 13 per cent. respectively. 

Stocks of food were relatively high in September being 32 per cent. 
above last year’s level.

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Survey of Sixth Session of Contracting Parties to the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 


HE SIXTH SESSION of the Contracting Parties to the General 

Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, which opened in Geneva on 

September 17, was attended by representatives of 30 countries 
parties to the Agreement at that date, and also by representatives of 
six countries which took part in the Torquay tariff conference with a 
view to acceding to the General Agreement. Four of these six 
countries, namely the German Federal Republic, Austria, Peru and 
Turkey, became contracting parties before the Session ended on 
October 26. In addition, observers were present from eight other 
countries and from a number of inter-Gdvernmental organizations, 
including the O.E.E.C. and the International Monetary Fund. 

In speeches during the opening phase of the Session, the repre- 
sentatives of a number of countries, while paying tribute to the useful 
work which had been carried out by the Contracting Parties, expressed 
some dissatisfaction with the present scope and content of the General 
Agreement and indicated that within the next year or two the Govern- 
ments which they represented would wish to review the Gene 

‘ment as a whole in the light of their experience of its operati 
to date. In particular, the leader of the United Kingdom Delegation 
(Sir Hartley Shawcross, then President of the Board of Trade) said 
that the United Kingdom Government would need to consider how 
far certain features of the Agreement, notably. the limitations which it 
imposed on Imperial preference and its unsatisfactory provisions 
relating to the role of the International Monetary Fund in the work 
of the Contracting Parties, were counter-balanced by tangible advan- 
tages in the promotion of world trade. Considerable emphasis was 
also laid in the opening debates on the need for the ultimate inclusion 
in the General Agreement of provisions relating to employment and 
economic activity on the lines of those of the Havana Charter. 

Other matters of main interest dealt with at the Session may be 
summarized as follows :— 


Admission of a Japanese Observer 


The Contracting Parties discussed a request from the Government of 
Japan to be permitted to send an observer to the Session. The United 
Kingdom representative urged that, in view of the possible implica- 
tions of admitting a Japanese observer, a decision on the question 
should be deferred until the next Session ; but most of the Contracting 
Parties felt that the Japanese request should be granted without delay, 
and this was finally agreed. 

A fuller report of the discussion is contained in the Board of Trade 
Journal for October 13. 


United Kingdom Purchase Tax 


Sir Hartley Shawcross explained why the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment had not been able to take early action, as they had indicated at 
the Fifth (Torquay) Session that they were very hopeful that they 
would be able to remove the discrimination against imported 
goods resulting from the exemption from purchase tax of domestically 
produced Utility goods. (A report of his statement was given in the 
Board of Trade Journal on September 29, page 658.) ‘The representa- 
tives of Canada, Netherlands and France—countries whose exports 
are particularly affected—while regretting the necessity for further 
delay in removing the discrimination, asccepted the assurances given 
by Sir Hartley Shawcross, and the matter was left over until the 
Seventh Session. 


Resolutions by I.C.C. 


The Thirteenth Congress of the International Chamber of Com- 
merce, which was held in Lisbon in June this year, passed, and 
submitted to the Contracting Parties for their consideration, six 
resolutions relating to the reduction of administrative barriers to trade. 
As a result of a study by the Contracting Parties of three of these 
resolutions, three documents were drawn up and referred to Govern- 
ments and to the International psc y of for their 


Session.) 


The first document drawn up by the Contracting Parties is a draft 
Convention on the Importation of Commercial ed and Adver- 
tising Material. This draft Convention provides for exemption from 
import duties and import licensing restrictions of samples of negligible 
value and of commercial catalogues, price lists and trade notices in 
reasonable quantities. It also provides for the temporary importation, 
free of import duties and import licensing requirements, of samples 
of more than negligible value and of sub-standard films used to 
demonstrate products (e.g., heavy machinery) which cannot be 
demonstrated adequately by samples or trade literature. 

The second and third documents are draft codes of recommended 
practices. One deals with the question of documentary requirements ; 
it contains provisions relating to the need for limiting the number 
of documents required, suggestions regarding combined standard 
invoice forms, the collection of statistical information, the tariff 
classification of goods and the terms in which weights and measures 
are expressed. The other, which relates to consular formalities, 
urges the abolition of consular invoices and of consular visas for 
commercial invoices, manifests, etc. ; it also recommends a series of

The United Kingdom Delegation that the two codes of 
recommended practices, instead of being referred to Governments for 
consideration, should be adopted by the Contracting Parties there

Tariff Negotiations 

Agreement was reached on procedures (based on a suggestion put 
forward by the United States) whereby tariff negotiations could be 
conducted under the t, both between two or more individual 
contracting parties which might desire thus to negotiate and between 
contracting parties and countries wishing to accede to the Agreement, 
without the necessity of convening a full-scale tariff conference such 
as those held at Geneva, Annecy and Torquay. 


Disparities in European Tariffs 


A Special Session of the Contracting Parties was held at Torquay 
from March 29 to April 3, 1951, to consider a Memorandum from the 
representatives at the Torquay Conference of ten countries (Austria, 
the Belgo- Luxembourg Economic Union, Denmark, France,Germany, 
Italy, Netherlands, Norway, Sweden and the United States) on 44 
subject of disparities i in European tariffs. The Memorandum pointed 
out that the tariff reductions resulting from the Torquay negotiations, 
although expected to be significant, would not be of such scope and 
magnitude as to represent a sufficient contribution to the reduction of 
existing disparities in the level of European tariffs. The Contracting 
Parties after considering the Memorandum resolved to invite the ten 
countries to submit proposals for multilateral or other ow 
designed to achieve on a non-discriminatory basis a reduction of 
disparities in the tariffs of the European countries concerned, taking 
into account to the extent necessary the disparities in the economic 
and social structures of the different countries. ‘The Contracting 
Parties also established an Intersessional Working Party on the 
Disparity of European Tariffs to consider, in the light of their com- 
patibility with the general principles of the General it, any 
such proposals submitted by the ten countries. 


General Reductions in Tariffs 


In the event, however, no such proposals were submitted before the 
beginning of the Sixth Session and the Working Party was not, 
therefore, called on to meet intersessionally. Shortly after the Sixth 
Session had begun, and before the Working Party had held its first 
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action on them at the Seventh Session. (The other 
resolutions were not examined in detail at the Sixth 
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meeting, the French Delegation submitted in broad outline a proposal 
for the general lowering of tariff levels on a world-wide piel under 
which, subject to certain possible exceptions in favour of countries with 
underdeveloped economies and those with low tariffs, contracting 
parties would make reductions of 30 per cent., spread over three years, 
in 4 average levels of duty for the main economic groups in their 
tariffs. 

When the French proposal was discussed by the Contracting Parties 
it was agreed that the Working Party referred to above should be 
authorized to consider the proposal. ‘The Working Party will meet 
intersessionally and report to the Contracting Parties at their Seventh 
Session. 


Withdrawal of U.S. Tariff Concessions 


During 1950, the United States Tariff Commission held an enquiry 
into a complaint by the United States hat industry that, as a result of 
tariff concessions (viz., reductions of compound import duties from 
rates averaging 70 per cent. ad valorem to rates averaging 47} per cent. 
ad valorem) on certain types of women’s felt hats and hat bodies made 
by the United States in the 1947 Geneva tariff negotiations, imports 
of these goods had increased to an extent which was seriously damaging 
to the United States industry. In accordance with the Tariff Com- 
mission’s findings, the United States Government announced in 
November 1950 that, in pursuance of Article XIX of the General 
Agreement (the so-called “‘ emergency action clause,” which permits 
countries to withdraw tariff concessions if they result in increased 
imports on a scale which causes or threatens serious injury to domestic 
producers), they were withdrawing the tariff concessions in question. 
At the Fifth Session of the Contracting Parties, the Czechoslovak 
representative complained that the United States action did not 
comply with the provisions of the Agreement, and a Working Party 
was set up to examine this complaint and report to the Contracting 
Parties at their Sixth Session. 

At the Sixth Session, the Contracting Parties accepted the report 
of the Working Party and its recommendations, and released its text 
for publication. ‘The report does not attempt to pass judgment on 
the desirability or otherwise of the United States action from the 
standpoint of the promotion of international trade, but confines itself 
to the question whether the United States Government were acting 
within their rights under Article XIX of the Agreement. It states 
that the available data support the view that some degree of adverse 
effect on the United States hat industry was experienced or threatened; 
that whether this amounts to “ serious injury ” is a matter of economic 
and social judgment on which opinions might legitimately differ ; and 
that it is perhaps inevitable that governments should lend greater 
weight than would any international body to the difficulties or fears 
_ of their domestic producers and to the case for affording a high degree 
of protection to uneconomic industries. It would not be proper to 
_ regard the withdrawal of a tariff concession on such grounds as ipso 
facto involving a breach of the Agreement unless the weight attached 
_ by the government concerned to these factors were excessive ; the 
" Working Party was satisfied that the United States authorities had 
» investigated the matter thoroughly and had reached in good faith the 

opinion that the withdrawal of the tariff concessions fell within the 
terms of Article XIX ; and the Czechoslovak Government, on whom 
the onus of proof lay, had failed to establish their case that the action 
of the United States Government was a breach of its obligations under 
the Agreement. 

The Working Party pointed out that action under Article XIX of 
the Agreement is essentially of an emergency character and should be 
of limited duration, and that there was evidence that the difficulties 
of the United States hat industry were of a temporary character ; and 
they recommended that the United States Government should keep 
the matter under review with a view to restoring the tariff concessions 
as soon as it becomes clear that their continued withdrawal would not 
be permissible under Article XIX. The United States Delegation 
at the Sixth Session informed the Contracting Parties that steps had 
in fact been taken to keep the matter under constant review. 


U.S. Import Restrictions on Dairy Products 


In passing the Defence Products Act, 1951 (under which wide 
economic powers given to the United States Administration in con- 
nection with the United States defence programme, which were on 
the point of expiring, were renewed), the United States Congress 
included, against the wishes of the United States Administration, a 
provision (Section 104) requiring the Administration to impose 
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quantitative restrictions on the imports of dairy products. At the 
Sixth Session, the Netherlands and Danish delegations complained 
that these restrictions were inconsistent with the obligations of the 
United States under Article XI of the General Agreement and con- 
stituted a nullification or impairment of tariff concessions granted 
under the Agreement by the United States. This view was strongly 
supported by other Delegations. ‘The matter was deferred until later 
in the Session in view of a statement by the United States representa- 
tive that the Executive Branch of his Government had strongly 
opposed the inclusion of this provision in the Defence Production Act 
and were now making vigorous efforts to have it repealed. 


At the close of the Session, the United States representative stated 
that the pressure of other business during the closing weeks of the 
United States Congressional session had prevented action being taken 
on the Bill for the repeal of Section 104, but he reaffirmed the deter- 
mination of the United States Administration to seek a repeal of 
Section 104 at the next session of the Congress. 


In these circumstances the Contracting Parties adopted unanimously 
a resolution which recognizes that the import restrictions in question 
constitute an infringement of Article XI of the Agreement, that they 
have the effect of nullifying or imparing tariff concessions which the 
United States Government had undertaken to give under the Agree- 
ment, that the circumstances are serious enough to justify recourse by 
those countries materially affected to Article XXIII (2) of the Agree- 
ment (under which countries may be authorized to take retaliatory 
action for breaches of the Agreement affecting their trade). The 
resolution goes on to recommend the governments affected, in view 
of the assurances given by the United States representative, to afford 
the United States Government a reasonable period of time in which 
to secure the repeal of Section 104, and requests the United States 
Government to report to the Contracting Parties as soon as possible, 
and in any case not later than the opening of the Seventh Session, on 
the action which they have taken. 


Discriminatory Import Restrictions 


The General Agreement requires that, from March 1952 onwards, 
countries which are continuing to avail themselves of certain. pro- 
visions of the Agreement permitting them to maintain discriminatory 
import restrictions to protect their balance of payments shall consult 
the Contracting Parties annually as to their continued use of such 
restrictions. The Contracting Parties agreed on procedures for 
conducting such consultations in 1952. 


Belgian Restrictions on Dollar Imports 


The Belgian Government recently introduced restrictions affecting 
the import of a certain range of goods from the dollar area which migh 
be obtained in Europe. 

This action was one of a number of remedial measures recently 
taken by the Belgian Government in connection with their country’s 
international trade and payments position, one feature of which has 
been a very large surplus in Belgium’s balance of payments with the 
European Payments Union which threatened the stability of the Union. 


A statement with regard to the restrictions against dollar imports 
was made to the Contracting Parties by the Belgian Delegation, which 
stated that in their Government’s view these were exchange restric- 
tions in accordance with the Articles of Agreement of the International 
Monetary Fund (a clause in which gives countries certain rights to 
restrict international payments and transfers in the'post-war transitional 
period), and as such were permissible under Article XV (9) of the 
General Agreement. 

The United States and Canadian Delegations dissented from this 
view ; they maintained that the restrictions should be examined under 
Article XII of the Agreement (which allows countries to use import 
restrictions when necessary to prevent a serious decline in their 
monetary reserves, and requires countries instituting such restrictions 
to consult with the Contracting Parties before doing so, or at least 
immediately afterwards). "These Delegations maintained that Belgium 
should accordingly consult with the Contracting Parties, and the 
Canadian Delegation expressed the view that the appropriate course 
for Belgium was to remove the restrictions. 

In summing up the discussion, the Chairman of the Contracting 
Parties said that, while the Belgian Government considered that their 
action was within the terms of the Agreement, the United States and 
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Canada did not agree. It was open to countries, in such circumstances, 
to raise the matter under those clauses of the Agreement which deal 
with alleged breaches of its provisions ; but he hoped that the 
Delegations concerned would give the most careful consideration to 
the matter before resorting to such a course. Bearing in mind that 
the Belgian Delegation had informed the Contracting Parties that 
Belgium did not intend any fundamental alteration in its commercial 
policy and intended to abide by the rules of the Agreement, and had 
stated that it was possible that these restrictions might be removed in 
the near future, he (the Chairman) recommended that the Contracting 
Parties should not pursue the matter further at the current Session. 
The Contracting Parties accepted the Chairman’s recommendation. 


Extension of Time Limit in Part II of Article XX 


At the Fifth Session, the Contracting Parties agreed, as an interim 
measure, to extend for one year, i.e., until January 1, 1952, the general 
period of validity of Part II of ‘Article XX of the General Agreement, 
which permits countries to maintain during the post-war transitional 
period measures essential to the acquisition or distribution of products 
in short supply, to the control of prices or to the orderly liquidation of 
temporary surpluses of war-time stocks, even though these measures 
are inconsistent with other provisions of the Agreement. After 
reviewing the situation the Contracting Parties decided that conditions 
had still not improved sufficiently to permit the general removal of 
measures maintained under these provisions, and extended their 
general period of validity until January 1, 1954. 


Suspension of Obligations Between U.S. and 
Czechoslovakia 


The United States Government requested the Contracting Parties 
to suspend the obligations under the Agreement of the United States 
and Czechoslovakia towards one another on the grounds that, since the 
_ Agreement was negotiated in 1947, a fundamental change had taken 

lace in the Czechoslvak economic system, that relations between the 

nited States and Czechoslovak Governments had now fallen below 
the minimum degree of mutual tolerance and respect essential to the 
effective discharge of the obligations of the Agreement, and that there 
was therefore now no basis for commercial policy obligations between 
the two countries. After lengthy debate, in which the United States 
request was strongly opposed by the Czechoslovak representative, the 
Contracting Parties adopted by 24 votes to 1, with 4 abstentions, a 
declaration authorizing both governments to suspend with respect to 
the other the obligations of the General Agreement. The declaration 
makes clear that the obligations of the two governments under the 
Agreement towards the other contracting parties are not modified in 
any way. On October 2, the United States Government announced 
that, as from November 1, 1951, its tariff concessions under the Agree- 
ment would no longer be applied to imports from Czechoslovakia, and 
the Czechoslovak Government later announced that, as from the same 
date, it would charge the highest rate of duty on imports from the 
United States of goods in respect of which direct tariff concessions had 
been granted to the United States, following the negotiations in 1947. 


Administration Arrangements 


The proposal to establish a Standing Committee of the Contracting 
Parties made at the Fifth Session and left over for a decision at the 
Sixth Session, was not adopted. Instead, the Contracting Parties 
agreed to set up, on an experimental basis, an ad hoc Committee for 
Agenda and Inter-Sessional Business to meet (a) as necessary, to 
consider urgent matters arising before the Seventh Session and not 
foreseen at the Sixth Session, and (6) four to six weeks before the 
opening of the Seventh Session, to give preliminary consideration to 
business likely to arise at that Session with a view to expediting the 
work of the session and so shortening its duration. As regards the 
matters referred to at (a) above, if the Committee decide in any par- 
ticular case that they are so urgent as to require inter-sessional action, 
the Committee are empowered to set up a working party to examine 
the relevant facts and views presented to it and make a report to the 
Contracting Parties either at the Seventh Session or, exceptionally, at 
a special Session.

Revised Prices for Women’s and 
Maids’ Underwear and Nightwear 


NEW wholesalers’ and retailers’ overriding maximum prices for 
women’s and maids’ underwear and nightwear are introduced by 
the Board of ‘Trade in Related Schedule No. 4N which will come into 
operation on November 12. These prices are generally in line with 
the higher maximum prices for manufacturers’ which came into 
force on October 22 (see Board of Trade Journal on October 20 
page 787). 

For certain garments made from locknit fabrics, where the 
manufacturers’ maximum prices were reduced, the distributors’ 
overriding maximum prices have, however, been kept at their old 
level for the time being to allow distributors to take their full margin 
on stocks purchased at the old (higher) prices. 

The new schedule, which supersedes Related $chedule No. 4M, 
is introduced by the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices and Charges) 
(Amendment No. 8) Order, 1951, S.I. 1951 No. 1910, price 3d.

Imports of Cotton and Rayen Grey 
Cloth from Japan 


FOLLOWING the announcement in the Board of Trade Journal on 
October 20 (page 787), it has been decided that the list of markets 
published therein may be applied retrospectively to cloth imported 
or to be imported under licences already issued for Japanese cotton 
or rayon grey cloth for processing and export to markets given in the 
Board of Trade list dated January 16, 1950 (1949/50 Arrangement) 
and/or in the Board of Trade Journal on July 29, 1950 (1950/51 
Arrangement). 
As Persia has now been excluded from the list of permitted markets 
importers may honour only existing commitments to Persia, i.e., those 
which existed before October 1, 1951, and in respect of which a 
“United Kingdom import licence was granted before that date. 


Export of Copper Goods 


HE Board of Trade have issued an Open General Licence per- 
mitting the export of the copper goods described in Group 6 (2) 
wf the First Schedule to the Export of Goods (Control) Order, 1951, 
‘to = ne other than China or Hong Kong, provided that the 
‘value of the goods exceeds the value of the copper or copper alloy 
content, perc soe at the rate of £700 per ton for copper and £600 
per ton for alloys mainly of copper. 

This Licence came into operation on November 8, 1951, and re- 
vokes the previous licence for similar goods in which the values were 
£500 and £400 per ton respectively.

Productivity Report on Training 
of Supervisors 


A SPECIALIST team on the Selection and Training of Supervisors 

visited the United States early this year under the auspices of the 
Anglo-American Council on Productivity with Economic Co- 
operation Administration technical assistance. The task of the Team 
was to study the methods used and the facilities provided both inside 
and outside industry for the development of supervisors at all levels 
excluding higher management. The Team consisted of a wide 
cross-section of people all vitally concerned with supervisory 
development in industry and the utility services. 


While in the United States investigations were made in some 
twenty-one industrial organizations, five educational institutions and 
seven associations. Generally speaking, it was only possible to study 
what was happening in the large organizations and little direct 
— could be obtained as to what was being done in the smaller 

rms. 


The Team Report now published has been divided into a summary 
and five chapters, namely: Introduction, General Survey, Selection 
of Supervisors, Training of Supervisors and Conclusions and 
Recommendations. Much of the Report is of general interest, while 
the remainder—largely in the appendices—is written for the specialist 
in training or selection. 


It was felt that no review of the selection and training of the 
supervisor could be adequately made without some study of the 
background in which he worked and of his status and the extent of 
his responsibilities. These factors are not identical in the two 
countries and an attempt has been made to indicate the differences. 
Some space has been devoted also to the social, economic, political 
and industrial background of the United States. The supervisor’s 
job involves skill in human relations. These are affected by 
environmental factors which cannot therefore be ignored. What 
may work in America may not necessarily work in the United 
Kingdom ; hence the necessity for considering all the observations 
made in the Report in relation to this general background. 


The Report contains many suggestions which can be extracted and 
applied to suit the needs of particular companies. These needs are 
so varied, however, owing to the diversity of circumstances and of 
stages of development in any given case, that only a limited number 
of widely applicable suggestions can be made. Nevertheless, there 
are some general recommendations which can reasonably be 
submitted for serious consideration in British industry.

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Revocation of Open General Import Licences 


TS FOLLOWING is an attempt to anticipate, and answer, some 
of the questions which are likely to be asked about the two Notices 
to Importers (Nos. 463, 464) printed below :—

The necessity for these measures was explained by the Chancellor 

of the Exchequer on Wednesday in his speech to the House of 


As from November 8, a number of commodities which could be 
imported into the United Kingdom from a number of foreign countries 
without the necessity of producing a separate import licence, will now 
require such a licence. Notice to Importers No. 463, which should 
be read with Appendices II and III of Notice to Importers No. 458 
(the latter is a “ consolidating’ notice, which set out the position 
with regard to import licensing as it existed on October 15, 1951), 
gives exact particulars of this amendment to the Open General 
Licence. Notice to Importers No. 464 gives guidance on the pro- 
cedure for applying for import licences. 


What are the commodities and countries concerned ? 
The Notices to Importers must be studied for an exact answer to 
this question. Very roughly, the main commodities are as follows :— 


Raw Materials. Paper and board, paper-making materials, 
veneers, plywood, dressed leather, essential oils. 
Foodstuffs. Certain canned foods (meat, ham, tomatoes, vege-

Distribution of German Enemy Property 


AN ORDER in Council*, which provides for the distribution of 
the proceeds of German enemy property to ,Persons establishing 
claims in respect of ‘“‘German enemy debts”’ was published on 

Wednesday, and will come into force on February 1, 1952. 


For practical purposes “ German: enemy debts * may be taken 
to mean debts owed since before the War by German persons, to 
British persons resident or carrying on business in the United 
Kingdom (which includes the Channel Islands and the Isle of Man). 

The Order provides for the making, determination and payment 
of claims and lays down a scheme of distribution which differentiates 
between various classes of claims. In so doing it gives effect to the 
recommendations contained in the Report ¢ (also published on 
Wednesday) of the Committee, under the Chairmanship of Sir John 


Morison, which was appointed by the President of the Board of 


Trade in May last year to advise on the distribution and which was 
representative of the main creditor interests. The Committee 
recommended the adoption of what is in effect a system of priorities 
as between the different main groups of creditors, namely the bond- 
holders, the standstill creditors, and the trade and commercial 
creditors and in the case of the bondholders as between the holders 
of bonds of different loans. The Order in Council provides for this. 
It also excludes certain classes of claims from the distribution, which 
again is in accordance with the Committee’s recommendation. 

In particular, the Order provides that claims in respect of debts 
which on September 30, 1951, were not owed to British persons cannot 
be entertained. 

There will be two methods of paying out claims, In cases in which 


the debt in respect of which a claim is made is owed by a German 
person, who formerly owned property here which is now in the hands 
of the Administrator, the claim may be paid out of the of 
that property. In other cases the ae will be paid out of the general 
fund made up of the proceeds of German enemy property collected 
by the Administrator and not paid out in response to direct claims. 
The former method will only be employed if it affords the claimant 
a higher dividend than he would get from the general fund. 

A small fee to cover the costs of the operation will be deducted from 
payments made to claimants. 

Claims must be made within three months of February 1, 1952, 
the date the Order comes into force. 

The Administrator of German Enemy Property points out that he 
will be unable to receive claims unless they are made on the appropriate 
forms, which are at present being printed, but which will not be 
available before the New Year. A further announcement will be 
made when the forms are available. In the meantime, any necessary 
enquiries about the Order should be sent to the Administration of 
Enemy Property it, Lacon House, Theobalds’ Road, 
London, W.C.1.

Trade of Independent Retailers in September 


HE outstanding feature of the September trade of independent 
retailers, as shown by the monthly returns made to the Board of 
Trade by a sample of shops, was that sales of apparel continued to 
os much lower than a year ago. Drapers and bespoke tailors exper- 
ienced some recovery from the seasonally low August levels of trade, 
though to a smaller degree than of recent years, but sales of men’s 
outfitters were actually lower than in August. This downward trend

was also reflected in the figures supplied by the large-scale retailers. 
Consumer resistance to high prices and anticipatory buying in the 
early months of the year, have evidently now led to a considerable 
recession in retail trade in apparel. When the rise in prices of clothing 
over the last year is taken into account, it is clear that the volume ef 
sales was a great deal less this September than in September 1950. 

Sales of furniture shops were also, for the second month running, 
lower in value than a year earlier ; these movements may be in part 
due to the fact that such shops deal in household textiles and curtain 
materials to an appreciable extent as well as in furniture. In most of 
the other types of retail business however, sales were higher than in 
September 1950 and showed—as did furniture—an improvement 
compared with the previous month. 


Clothing and Footwear 

Drapers’ sales in September rose 13 per cent. above the low level 
of August but they were 23 per cent. lower than in September 1950. 
Within the men’s wear group tailors’ sales, like drapers’, 
were somewhat higher oon in "August but considerably lower than a 
year earlier. Outfitters’ sales were even lower than in the previous 
month and over 30 per cent. below the level of September 1950. 
little different from those in the corresponding period of pod despite 
the large expansion which occurred at the beginning of the year. 

Returns made by large-scale retailers show that sales of women’s 
and children’s wear by multiple concerns were about the same as a 
year earlier but co-operative societies’ sales were 13 per cent. lower 
and those of department stores 21 per cent. lower, the latter figure 
being almost the same as for independent drapers. Multiple shops 
and t stores recorded sales of men’s and boys’ wear 
30 per cent. lower than in September 1950, much the same as the 
independent retailers, while co-operatives’ sales were only 17 per 
cent. down.

The 
total turnover of independent shops to date was 11 = cent. higher 
than in the corresponding period of 1950, practically the same figure 
as for the large-scale shops. 

In September sales of independent hardware, electrical and radio 
shops were 10 per cent. higher than in August and were 9 per cent. 
above the level of a year earlier. Cumulative sales to date of the whole 
group were 16 per cent. higher than in 1950, and of the radio’ and 
electrical shops by themselves 28 per cent. higher. The large-scale 
shops had sales decidedly better than in August but only 2 per cent. 
above the level of September 1950, and their total sales in the period 
February—September were 18 per cent. higher than last year ; 
com) with the independent figures are inexact, however, 
owing to the considerable differences which may exist the 
proportions of hardware, and radio and electrical goods, in the two 
samples.

Seasonal Rise in Sales in September 


IHE VALUE of sales by wholesale textile houses in September 

was more than a third higher than in August ; it was 14 per cent. 

lower than in September last year when, however, sales were 
abnormally high. If price changes are taken into account, the volume 
of sales is seen to be a great deal lower than in September 1950, and 
lower also than in September 1949. Stocks, which usually fall at 
* this time of year, were higher in value than at the end of August, and 
40 per cent. higher in value than at the end of September 1950 ; even 
when price increases have been allowed for, their physical volume 
must be considerably greater than last year. Stocks have increased 
steadily in value over the past six months. 

Sales of both women’s and men’s wear were about 15 per cent. 
lower than a year earlier, while stocks were up by about 40 per cent. 
For both household textiles and dress materials similar increases in 
stocks were coupled with lower sales. Men’s and boys’ ready-made 
clothing was the only section of all these goods to show a fall in 
stocks (of 9 per cent.). 

Among the subdivisions of women’s wear, sales lof coats, costumes, 
raincoats, etc., were unchanged compared with September 1950, 
and there were only small falls recorded for ladies’ hose and the 
millinery group. In these groups stock rises ranged between 25 
and 30 per cent.,while for other outerwear stocks had more than doubled. 


Sales in the first nine months of the year were 14 per cent. higher 
than in the corresponding period of 1950. Household textiles with 
a rise of 30 per cent. show the biggest increase among the major groups. 
Sales of men’s and boys’ wear were up by 17 per cent., those of dress 
materials by 14 per cent. and of women’s and children’s wear 5 & ‘ per 
cent. Among the subdivisions of women’s wear, sales of kn 
outerwear, etc., were up by 22 per cent., other outerwear by it per 
cent., and stockings by 16 per cent. The remaining groups all 
showed increases of less than 10 per cent.

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Britain Offers Increased Prices WHICH IS: MORE ECONOMIC ? 
for Uranium Ores ads 


HIGHER PRICES for uranium ores and concentrates—in some 
cases 100 per cent. higher than previous prices—are being offered 
to prospectors in the Colonies and Dependent territories by the 
Ministry of Supply. The offer does not apply in the United Kingdom. 

The reasons for the higher prices are :-— 

the general increase in prices of metals since the Ministry’s 
original offer in March 1949, and increased prices now offered by NS 
the United States and Canada. 

The new minimum prices for contained uranium oxide (delivered YY \ 

c.i.f. to a plant or United Kingdom port) range from 25s. per Ib. for 
ore containing not less than 0-20 per cent. uranium oxide, to 35s. per 
Ib. for ore containing not less than 10 per cent. uranium oxide. 

These compare with the original minimum offer of 13s. 9d. per Ib. 
of uranium oxide delivered f.o.b. ocean port. ‘ 

As an additional incentive, a development bonus equal to the 
purchase price will be paid for the first five tons of uranium oxide from 
previously unworked deposits, and capital may be provided for 
processing plants. 

The Ministry does not guarantee to buy less than one ton! of 
uranium oxide—e.g., less than 10 tons of 10 per cent. concentrate, 
or less than 500 tons of 0-20 per cent. ore. The offer is also restricted 
to pitchblende ores and their secondary derivatives, no guarantee of 
purchase being made for refractory uranium ores that cannot be 
treated by simple acid-leaching plants.

IHE PRICE index of basic materials for manufacturing industry 
was 3 per cent. higher than in September. 

This was the first upward movement since March and reflects 
mainly a sharp recovery in raw wool prices and a further rise in those 
of hides and skins. The recent downward trend in raw cotton prices 
continued between September and October ; prices of sisal and coir 
were somewhat lower, but those of silk, flax and manila hemp were 
higher than in the previous month. Apart from a further increase 
in the price of tin and a reduction in the price of lead to home manu- 

rers, prices remained stable during the month. Rubber 
fell rather sharply from the high level reached in tember, but the 
price was higher than in any other month since April. 

Among the new price series published this month for the first time 
are two relating to the of the Hosiery and Made-up Clothing 
Industries. An index of footwear prices will be published at a later 
date.

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OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENTS 


Imports of Poultry from Canada, Holland and Jersey 


THE Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries announced on April 5 
that the Government had decided that, in view of the serious risks 
involved for our own poultry industry, imports of poultry carcases 
from countries where fowl pest is endemic must be prohibited for 
the time being. An Order was subsequently made prohibiting the 
importation of dead poultry from the countries concerned. 

Since that time fowl pest has spread in certain countries where it 
was formerly not regarded as endemic, and in pursuance of the 
Government’s earlier decision it is now necessary to prohibit the 
importation of poultry from Canada and Holland. An Order has 
accordingly been made under the Diseases of Animals Act whereby 
the importation of poultry carcases from these countries is prohibited 
as from November 12, 1951. The Order also permits the importation 
of poultry from Jersey where fowl pest does not exist. 

It had been decided to review the question of the importation of 
dead poultry in the autumn in the light of supply and disease 
considerations but it has not yet been possible for this review to fs 
—_ The matter will no doubt be considered by Ministers 
shortly. 


Customs and Excise Appointment 


MR. JOHN KERR, Inspector-General of Waterguard, H.M. Customs 
and Excise, retired from service on November 6. 

The Commissioners of Customs and Excise have appointed Mr. 
William Hall, Deputy Inspector-General of Waterguard, to be In- 
spector-General from November 7, 1951, in place of Mr. Kerr. 

The Inspector-General of Waterguard ‘is the head of the Customs 
Waterguard Service whose main function is the prevention of 
smuggling. 

Mr. Kerr entered the Waterguard Service in 1907, and has held the 
post of Inspector-General since 1944. 

Mr. Hall, the new Inspector-General, is 58, and entered the 
Waterguard ‘Service in 1912. 


Ship’s Cabins Competition 


AN anonymous donor has put up a prize of £250 for the best plans 
for the decoration, furnishing and fitting of a suite of ship’s cabins 
submitted in a competition organized by the Council of Industrial 
Design Scottish Committee. 

The suite should be suitable for a ship which may serve on any of 
the trade routes of the world. Competing designers have complete 
freedom of choice in furniture and materials. They are asked to plan 
the arrangement of a double cabin, sitting room and private bathroom 
suite of which the sitting room would be convertible into a subsidiary 
double cabin. 

Entries close on January 16, 1952, and will be judged by three 
representatives of the Institute of Naval Architects, the Chamber 
of Shipping and the architectural profession. Copies of the 
competition rules can be obtained from the Council of Industrial 
Design Scottish Committee, 95 Bothwell Street, Glasgow, C.2.

CODES OF PRACTICE 


Copper Coverings for Roofs 

THE Council for Codes of Practice for Buildings has now issued in 
final form Code 143.104, “Copper Coverings for Roofs.” Drawn up 
by a committee convened by the Royal Institute of British Architects 
on behalf of the Council, the Code is a revision, following comment 
received, of the draft previously issued. 

This Code deals with copper sheet coverings for roofs, including 
such flashings and gutters as are an integral part of the roof construc- 
tion. Recommendations are made for the selection of sheeting, and 
detailed information is given regarding the a of laying and 
the preparatory work entailed. Attention is paid to the fashioning 
of the sheeting in the covering of rolls and square abutments, the 
provision and placing of parapet gutters and outlets, and the use and 
pager of clips. Many of the details associated with the laying of 

the roofing are illustrated in a series of drawings. There are 
appendices dealing with gauges, thicknesses and weights of copper 
sheet, and the physical properties of copper. 

The Code carries the usual warning that, in the present abnormal 
conditions, it may not be practicable to carry out all the recommenda- | 
tions.

Taps and Stop Valves 

In the revision of ‘‘Draw off Taps and Stopvalves” (B.S. 1010 : 1951) 
the scope has been extended to cover a range of variations to the 
original British Standard 1010 tap. Clauses now cover taps of the 
following types : bib, pillar, globe, taps fitted with a crutch, cross-top 
or wheel or with a square head and shield for operation by a loose 
key; taps of the normal pattern with or without “ easy-clean ” shields; 
flanged bib taps; angle taps and angle valves; taps with the outlet 
nose screwed for a hose union, bottling or spray attachment or for 
laboratory use.

Trade Prospects in Honduras—A Dollar Market 


'N HIS report on Economic and Commercial conditions in Honduras* 

(Overseas Economic Survey Series), H.M. Minister and Consul 

General at Tegucigalpa reviews the changes which have taken place 
since President Galvez assumed office in January 1949. A pro- 
gramme, primarily of improvements to communications but also for 
other public works of vital importance, is now being put into opera- 
tion, and hitherto inaccessible centres of production will eventually 
be within reach of motor traffic once the new roads, now being built, 
are completed. This policy of opening up the country is further 
assisted by the National Development Bank, which has a system of 
loans to farmers for development purposes and by technical advice 
from agricultural specialists provided for by the terms of agreements 
signed with the Food and Agricultural Organization and the Institute 
of Inter-American Affairs. 

The Government are endeavouring to carry out these improvements 
without the aid of foreign loans, except perhaps for large scale projerts 
such as hydro-electric schemes, and to this end have increased 
national revenue by the introduction of income tax. In its first year 
this has produced unexpectedly good results, and in spite of the in- 
creased demands upon public funds, arising from the new policy of 
expansion, the country’s financial position is sound. 


Production and Industry 


Honduras is primarily an agricultural country, and by value, 
agricultural products account for nearly 60 per cent. of her exports. 
these, bananas are still by far the most important crop, though the 
Government sponsored expansion of coffee growing has led to greatly 
increased exports of coffee. Other exports are coconuts, tobacco, 
abaca fibre, beans, maize and rice. Methods of cultivation, however, 
other than for bananas and coffee, are still rather primitive, though 
attempts have been made to overcome this by providing facilities for 
the instruction of agricultural students in more modern methods. 
The banana industry is controlled by the American firms, United 
Fruit and Standard Fruit and Steamship Companies, both of which 
have their own railways and shipping lines. The level of production 
has fallen off in recent years, through disease and the effects of the 
bred but the plantations are very efficiently run on the most modern 


ines. 

The outlook for Honduranean coffee is very promising, since the 
growers receive the benefit of Government protection through the 
National Coffee Committee, which is controlled by the Ministry of 


Development. The value of the coffee exported from Honduras in 
1949-50 was more than twice that of the 1948-49 exports. 

Mineral deposits in Honduras are believed to be varied and con- 
siderable in extent, but only gold and silver are mined in any appre- 
ciable quantities, plus a little lead and antimony. Transportation 
and other difficulties prevent the exploitation of the other metals 
available. Of the four mines now operating, three are American and 
the fourth Canadian, and though most of the production goes to the 
U.S.A. considerable quantities of gold amalgam are shipped to the 
United Kingdom for refining and reshipment. 

Manufacturing industries in Honduras are few and confined to 
those goods suitable to the low standard of living of the inhabitants. 
These goods include beer, soft drinks, laundry soap, lard, butter, 
cotton drill and candles and are protected from foreign competition 
by high import tariffs, applicable to all countries except El Salvador, 
whose manufactures and products are exempt from customs duty by 
reason of the Honduras/ El Salvador commercial treaty of 1918. 

The United States is by far the largest customer for Honduranean 
goods and is also the main source of supply for her imports. The 
United Kingdom share is very small, accounting for only about 2 per 
cent. of both imports and exports. Exports from Honduras to the 
United Kingdom are chiefly gold amalgam for refining and re- 
shipment.

partly because the work is not yet on a sufficiently large scale and also 
because of the increased cost of living which puts all but bare neces- 
sities beyond the reach of most of the people. Bank credits have been 
restricted in order to prevent over-stocking, and trade for the time 
being is stagnant. 

Although the trade figures show an adverse balance, it is amply 
covered by invisible exports in the form of dollar drafts nego’ 
by the American fruit and mining companies to cover their local 
requirements. 

Although most trade is done with the United States, there is no 
prejudice in favour of American products and in the last few years 
imports from other sources have increased, and there is some evidence 
of a return of German and Japanese competition in this field. Imports 
from the United Kingdom have been increasing steadily since the 
war. Like other Central American countries, Honduras is a price 
market and quality is relatively unimportant unless accompanied by 
low prices. A notable exception to this is whisky, which is still in 
short supply. Other United Kingdom goods having a ready sale in 
Honduras include bicycles, cotton thread, tropical worsteds, sanitary 
ware, cheap cotton goods and earthenware, and it is believed that a 
larger market could be developed for other goods at present in the 
hands of the United States, provided that prices are competitive and 
deliveries rapid. The latter is particularly important in connection 
with agricultural machinery, as the large firms maintain a stock ready © 
for delivery and are practically entirely representative of American 
manufacturers from whom they receive favourable consignment 
conditions.

British West Indies 
Revised Currency in the Eastern Caribbean Colonies 
THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Trinidad reported 
recently that the note issue of a new currency in Trinidad, British 
Guiana, Barbados, and the Windward and Leeward Islands was put 
into circulation on August 15. 

The object of the new currency is to unify the currency of that area. 
The replacement of the present metallic currency will be a separate 
operation and is not likely to be undertaken for some time. The new 
currency will not alter the unit of account in that area and will still 
represent British West Indian dollars as at present. ‘The notes are of 
the denominations of one dollar, two dollars, ten dollars and upwards, 
but the coinage when replaced will be central. The new currency 
will be related to sterling in precisely the same way as the currencies 
which it will replace. The old currency will continue to circulate 


‘concurrently and the date of its demonetization will depend on the 


rate at which it can be withdrawn.

Argentina and Austria 


NOTES were ee on August 21, 1951 between the Minister 

for Foreign Affairs of the Argentine Republic and the Austrian 
Minister in Buenos Aires complementing the provisions of the 
Commercial Protocol of March 23, 1950.

In the new list of products to be supplied by Argentina the value 
of various cereal products has been increased and in addition, wheat, 
rye, lard, skins, meat extract, meat meal, meats, sunflower seed oil, 
linseed, and sundry fresh fruits appear for the first time.

Argentina and Denmark

Success of British Trade Week 
in Canada 


THE IMPORTANCE and value of British Trade Weeks in Canada 
was admirably demonstrated by the events held in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan during the week August 20-25, 1951. 

The main features of the Week were special displays of British 
goods held in departmental stores throughout the two Provinces. 
In the case of the larger stores, the displays occupied entire street 
windows. 

The Governments of the two Provinces supported the occasion with 
resolutions and proclamations; many cities, including Winnipeg, 
called upon all merchants and traders to co-operate in selling and 
advertising British goods during the Week. The acting Premiers 
of the two Provinces opened the proceedings with radio addresses, 
and most of the principal local newspapers carried appropriate leaders 
and advertisements. This standard of intensive publicity 
sustained throughout the six days, and articles appeared in the Toronto 
gag Post and the Canadian Government’s publication Foreign 

The effects of a promotional drive of this character cannot, of course, 
be estimated in money terms. There can be no doubt, however, that 
it stimulated very keen public interest and enabled retail merchants 
to increase considerably the demand for British goods. 


Copenhagen International Fair in 1952
